DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under 
section 122(b). by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent or (2) a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed 
in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent, except that an 
international application filed under the treaty defined in section 351(a) shall have the 
effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States only 
if the international application designated the United States and was published under 
Article 21(2) of such treaty in the English language. 

2. Claims 1-20, are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Esposito et al 
(Hereinafter Esposito U.S 6, 587, 838. 

As per claim 1 , Esposito discloses a business method for offering computer 
services to a plurality of vendors, by a service provider, said method comprising one or 
more services, supplied to said plurality of vendors substantially simultaneously, 
selected from the group consisting of: 
hosting a computer application program; 

providing an e-business capability for on-line business transactions between said 
vendors and other parties(see column 2 lines 4-59) and 

providing an integration capability for integration of computer applications, (see column 
2 lines 4-59 and column 3 lines 11-61 and column 7 lines 44-67 and column 8 linesl- 
33 and column 10 lines 17-62) 

As per claim 2, Esposito discloses wherein said selection is made by said 
vendors, (see column 2 lines 4-59 and column 3 lines 1 1-61 and column 7 lines 44-67 
and column 8 lines1-33 and column 10 lines 17-62). 

As per claim 3, Esposito discloses wherein said selection is implemented by said 
service provider, (see column 2 lines 4-59 and column 3 lines 1 1-61 and column 
7 lines 44-67 and column 8 lines1-33 and column 10 lines 17-62). 

As per claim 4. Esposito discloses wherein said computer application program 
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comprises an Enterprise Resource Planning (ERP) system, (see column 2 lines 4-59 
and column 3 lines 1 1-61 and column 7 lines 44-67 and column 8 lines1-33 and 
column 10 lines 17-62). 

As per claim 5, Esposito discloses wherein said e-business capability comprises 
the WebSphere- Commerce Suite, (see column 2 lines 4-59 and column 3 lines 1 1-61 
and column 7 lines 44-67 and column 8 lines1-33 and column 10 lines 17-62). 

As per claim 6, Esposito discloses wherein said other parties comprise parties 
selected from the group consisting of customers of said vendors; banks of said vendors; 
banks of said customers; business partners of said vendors; and banks of said business 
partners, (see column 2 lines 4-59 and column 3 lines 1 1-61 and column 7 lines 44-67 
and column 8 lines1-33 and column 10 lines 17-62). 

As per claim 7, Esposito discloses wherein said ERP system comprises the SAPTM 
ERP system, (see column 2 lines 4-59 and column 3 lines 1 1-61 and column 7 lines 
44-67 and column 8 lines1-33 and column 10 lines 17-62). 

As per claim 8, Esposito discloses wherein said integration capability integrates 
said computer application program and said e-business capability, (see column 2 lines 
4-59 and column 3 lines 1 1-61 and column 7 lines 44-67 and column 8 lines1-33 and 
column 10 lines 17-62). 

As per claim 9, Esposito discloses wherein said integration capability comprises 5 
the MQ Series TM integration solution, (see column 2 lines 4-59 and column 3 
lines 1 1-61 and column 7 lines 44-67 and column 8 lines1-33 and column 10 lines 17- 
62). 

As per claim 10. Esposito discloses wherein said integration capability integrates 
said e-business capability with a computer application program hosted at a remote 
vendor location, (see column 2 lines 4-59 and column 3 lines 1 1-61 and column 7 lines 
44-67 and column 8 lines1-33 and column 10 lines 17-62). 

As per claim 1 1 , Esposito discloses a system for providing, by a service provider, 
computer services to a plurality of vendors comprising: 
processor means to host a computer application program for a plurality of 
vendors; 
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processor means to provide an e-business capability for on-line business transactions 
between said vendors and other parties(see column 2 lines 4-59 and column 3 lines 11- 
61 and column 7 lines 44-67 and column 8 lines1-33 and column 10 lines 17-62) and 
processor means to provide, to a plurality of vendors substantially simultaneously, an 
integration capability for integration of computer applications; wherein 
said processor means to host a computer application program for a plurality of 
vendors(see column 2 lines 4-59 and column 3 lines 11-61 and column 7 lines 44-67 
and column 8 lines1-33 and column 10 lines 17-62) said processor means to provide an 
e-business capability for on-line business transactions between said vendors and other 
parties; and said processor means to provide, to a plurality of vendors substantially 
simultaneously, an integration capability for integration of computer applications; are 
configured in accordance with a vendor selection from an offering comprising one or 
more services selected from the group consisting of: 

hosting a computer application program(see column 2 lines 4-59 and column 3 lines 11- 
61 and column 7 lines 44-67 and column 8 lines1-33 and column 10 lines 17-62). 
providing an e-business capability for on-line business transactions between said 
vendors and other parties; and providing an integration capability for integration of 
computer applications(see column 2 lines 4-59 and column 3 lines 1 1-61 and column 7 
lines 44-67 and column 8 lines1-33 and column 10 lines 17-62). 

As per claim 12, Esposito discloses wherein said selection is made by said 
vendors, (see column 2 lines 4-59 and column 3 lines 1 1-61 and column 7 lines 44-67 
and column 8 lines1-33 and column 10 lines 17-62). 

As per claim 13, Esposito discloses wherein said selection is implemented by said 
service provider, (see column 2 lines 4-59 and column 3 lines 1 1-61 and column 7 
lines 44-67 and column 8 lines1-33 and column 10 lines 17-62). 

As per claim 14, Esposito discloses wherein said computer application program 
comprises an Enterprise Resource Planning (ERP) system, (see column 2 lines 4-59 
and column 3 lines 1 1-61 and column 7 lines 44-67 and column 8 lines1-33 and 
column 10 lines 17-62). 
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As per claim 15, Esposito discloses wherein said e-business capability comprises 
the WebSphere"J' Commerce Suite, (see column 2 lines 4-59 and column 3 lines 1 1-61 
and column 7 lines 44-67 and column 8 lines1-33 and column 10 lines 17-62). 

As per claim 16. Esposito discloses wherein said other parties comprise parties 
selected from the group consisting of 
customers of said vendors; banks of said vendors; 
banks of said customers; 

business partners of said vendors; and banks of said business partners, (see column 2 
lines 4-59 and column 3 lines 1 1-61 and column 7 lines 44-67 and column 8 lines1-33 
and column 10 lines 17-62). 

As per claim 17, Esposito discloses wherein said ERP system comprises the SAP- 
ERR system, (see column 2 lines 4-59 and column 3 lines 1 1-61 and column 7 lines 
44-67 and column 8 lines1-33 and column 10 lines 17-62). 

As per claim 18, Esposito discloses wherein said integration capability integrates 
said computer application program and said e-business capability, (see column 2 lines 
4-59 and column 3 lines 11-61 and column 7 lines 44-67 and column 8 lines1-33 and 
column 10 lines 17-62). 

As per claim 19, Esposito discloses wherein said integration capability comprises 
the MQ Series- integration solution, (see column 2 lines 4-59 and column 3 lines 1 1-61 
and column 7 lines 44-67 and column 8 lines1-33 and column 10 lines 17-62). 

As per claim 20, Esposito discloses wherein said integration capability integrates 
said e-business capability with a computer application program hosted at a remote 
vendor location, (see column 2 lines 4-59 and column 3 lines 1 1-61 and column 7 lines 
44-67 and column 8 lines1-33 and column 10 lines 17-62).
